Entirely—For-

W ashington, Feb. 24.—The arrival of 
a mall In W ashington from Key W est 
yesterday afternoon bringing several 
private letters from naval ofRcers lately 
attached to the Maine caused a wave of 
excitem ent to run over the departm ents 
and the Capitol, for there are all sorts 
of rum ors as to the contents of these 
letters, very few of which rumors, In 
point of fact, had any sound basis. The 
only feature, so far as could be dis­ 
covered, of real im portance as throwing 
any light on the cause of the explosion 
contained in the letters was the sta te ­ 
m ent that the two after boilers in the 
afte r boiler space were all of the eight 
boilers of the Maine th a t were under 
steam a t the time of the explosion. This 
fact had a negative value, for it dis­ 
posed at once of the theory th at an ex­ 
ploding boiler had caused the wreck. 
The experts all say th a t by no possi­ 
bility could the afte r boilers' explosion 
have wrecked the fore 
part 
of 
the 
Maine and left the a fte r p art almost 
unharmed. 


M’hiit Ww'cked tho “Forwnrd llnlf?” 
Much Intere.st was shown in the dis­ 
patch received shortly before 3 o’clock 
from Admiral Sicard. giving the recom­ 
mendations of Captain Sampson, of the 
court of inquiry, as to the raising of 
the 
wreck. 
Various 
interpretations 
were put on the expression "forw ard 
half completely de.stroyed,” This was 
regarded as a partial confirmation of 
the theory th at the forw ard magazine 
had exploded, and th at is one of the 
most im iiortant porti(»n8 of the forward 
half of the ship. At the same time, it 
was held by some 
naval 
authorities 
th at the destruction of the forword half 
of the ship did not neces.«arlly m ean 
th at the forw ard m agaz'ne 
had 
ex­ 
ploded, and this m ight be still Intact, 
although a p art of the general w reck­ 
age. 


No Reporlt*«! Intervlewi« Are True. 


Evidently the president of the court 
of Inqulr.v Is fearful of the effect upon 
tho public of attem pts to account for 
the destruction of the Maine, for yes­ 
terday afternoon he telegraphed Secre­ 
tary Long, doubtless having in mind 
certain publications of yesterday m orn­ 
ing, as foll^^ws: "Any reported Inter­ 
view with dlvors is untrue. Every pre­ 
caution has been taken. An ofTlcer Is 
always present.” 
This brief statem ent 
disposes of all the allegations th at have 
been made pro and con as to the blow’- 
Ing up of tho forwnrd magazines. 


The 8pontnni*ouN ConihuHtlon Theory. 
The ofhcers here are still thinking of 
Captain Slgsbee's request of Tuesday, 
to be furnished w ith the plans of the 
M aine’s section throuRh the m agazines 
and coal bunker pockets. The reference 
to the Inttor 1» particularly Interesting, 
and leails to a desire to be Informed on 
the exact quality of the coal supply a t 
the time of the explosion. It Is said 
th at thf*.ee pocket bunkers are rarely 
emptied, being designed as much for 
the 
protection 
of the 
ship 
against 
gun shots as for capacity to hold coal. 
One expert said th at these bunkers, In 
his own experience, have not been em p­ 
tied In months. All of this has to do 
with the spontaneous conr.bustlon th e ­ 
ory. as the bunkers abut on the m aga­ 
zines and m ight have set off even the 
safe brown powder,

upon the testim ony, and new features 
requiring further Investigation may de­ 
velop at any time. 
C aptain Sampson 
added th at sooner or later every su r­ 
vivor of the Maine will be examined by 
the court, which seems to imply th at 
sessions for th at purpose will be held 
a t Key W est, 
A lthough this inform a­ 
tion is m eager it is absolutely all Cap­ 
tain Sampson will give to the press.

The stream by the side of the trcak 
now is partly lined with sluice boxes 
and cradles. I would like to iret out 
and see what they are making but the 
train is going whizzing b.v. 


The towns we pass are unlike any 
eastern ones; mostly of logs or rough 
unpainted boards. The mountain peaks 
are becoming lower and not so steep 
and are dotted over wita some ever­ 
green trees, hemlock, spruce, or some 
others. We pass by pretty iliiiti rap­ 
ids and fails every now and then. 


We are getting into the huge timber 
now, immense tlrs, six feet in dia­ 
meter and enormously high. Nearly 
all those by the track are dead, being 
burned by the lire from the engines 
They stand up like huge telegraph 
poles, their bark burned oiY at the base 
and fallen otY higher up. The only 
signs of snow are on 
the mountain 
peaks now^, and they, with the excep­ 
tion of the very highest, are all green. 
\ l just came from the platform, where 
I ^dd been standing for nearly one 
htiur. It is just like an early spring 
dalv. There arc ferns, green moss and 
wijd llowers. The pine trees Hll the 
a ^ with the most delightful perfume. 
J^never saw such beautiful streams in 
my life, some of the men are talking of 
throwing up the Alaska trip and going 
after bass and trout. Talk of your 
funny men. Bill Cantrell is the best 1 
ever saw. He grows funnier every day. 
I don’t see how we can get the blues 
with him around. Doc. Winans is a 
clo.se second. 
1 haven’t said a w’ord about our dog, 
“Brownie Teet/.el,” he has been rid­ 
ing in the sleeper with us sin je yester­ 
day. Ue is a splendid d«»g, a noble fel­ 
low who will be worth his weight in 
gold in Alaska, both as a companion 
and us a guard. We must be getting 
into civilization again, I saw a bicycle. 
We are within eighty miles of Seattle, 
and everyl>ody i.s working bare headed 
and In iheir shirt sleeves. The moun­ 
tains are all out of sight at last and 
with ihtiin all the snow. What rapid 
changes we have passed througli in a 
few hours’. We are near Seattle. 


Seattle, i*'eb. lU. -We got here about 
last night, met two Benton Harbor 
men, not of our party, who had been 
here a week or so, and went to supper 
with them. 


The prices of things here in Seattle, 
if jou do not not get worked, compare 
Very favorably with Chicago prices, 
and in some eases are even cheaper. 


We are well and delighted at the 
outlook. We do not yet kriow when 
the “Kxcelsior” sails for we got in too 
late yesterday lo intiuire. 


The men who met us say that Seattle 
is brim full of thugs and cut throats 
and that peo|>le are robbed and killed 
nearly every day. Two were killed 
yesterday. 'Phere is a dead line here. 
We are only going around in large 
parties so wx* will avoid any danger.

George WoodrulT, one of the Klon­ 
dike party from Benton Harbor, writes: 


Feb. 12.—In the Cascades—Most of us 
saw our lirst deer yesterday. There 
were live of them standing on the edge 
of a small stream where they had been 
watering. In another car they claim 
that they saw a bear, but they missed 
seeing the deer. As wo w’ere making 
the descent of tne Rockies we were 
startled about U o’clock by being nea ly 
upset. There had been a landslide or 
as some think an attempt at a ‘'hold 
up.” At any rate, a huge rock lay on 
or near the rail, and lifted the coaches 
nearly oil' their wheels, broke the steps 
and platforms of six of them and loos­ 
ened the iron wood on our car so that 
we wore afraid of being spiread all over 
the country at any moment. 


A stop of several hours was made at 
the nearest station for repairs and we 
started off again pretty well repaired. 
After making the descent of tlie Rock­ 
ies we passed 
through some level 
country in Idaho until we struck the 
Cascaaes when we were in a country 
very much like the Rockies but if any­ 
thing more rocky and with a great deal 
more snow. 
We are In Washington now within 
about one hundred and eighty miles of 
Seattle. It is ulain to see that we are 
passing throujrb a mining country. 
We have seen/ fellows panning, crib­ 
bing or racking, sluicing anddfedging.

PRIZE SPEECH. 


Ott* That 
for F. O. 
W on the Oake 
W arren. 


Following is the soeech that won 


F. G. Warren the prize cake at the 
G. A. U. social at e.x-Mayor Plummer’s 
on Washington’s birthday: 


Ladles and Comrades:—Not knowing 
Any funny story, 1 will give you a little 
of my personal experience of how two 
rebels saved my life. Vou will see up­ 
on reading the history of the great wui 
of the Uel>elllon tliut the Buttle of 
Chaneellorsville was one of the great 
battles of the war and was fought May 
2andU, I8tia. My regiment, the ìtitiìì 
O. V..L, being In the army of the Poto- 
mao took a part In that terrible battle. 
As near as l can remember the battle 
commenced about a o’clock In the even­ 
ing of May 2, the enemy making the 
grand rush upon the right-wing of our 
A r^ which was in command In Cjener- 
a1 Howard, our regiment being among 
Ihe first to receive the onslaught anil 
After a short time íigütlng I received a 
wound in my left leg which brought 
ine to the ground about the same time 
our regiment fell back. After being 
down a moment or so the smoke began 
to rise and 1 discovered that I was 
liable to be captured as I obsei'ved that 
the rebels were luarchlng forward and 
were then *not more then ó or ti rods 
Away. Haying such a dread of rebel 
prison I determined uimju an etlort to 
escape and it also occurred to me that 
could 1 but reach a piece of woods back 
about 10 rods where 1 thought maybe 
our men would forma new line, 1 wou'd 
get 
assistance. Acting 
upon 
ihl»* 
thought I made the ollort to arise but 
discovered rhat my leg was eump'et ly 
paraly/el, I then pul the buit ei d of 
my gun under my arm and got up and 
started to hobble olì' when the rebels 
who were by that ti «ne not more then 
60 ar ÍK) feet away and murehiu^ for­ 
ward called to me to halt but not being 
in a halting uoiion I kept iiuiujjr until, 
zip, another shot took me in the ri|,»'ht 
leji, whieh of eourne brought me m the 
ground for sure, uud aft»‘r fiillin^ 1 re­ 
ceived the third wouna, Abo about 
this time our artillery had got the 
range of this part of the UeUl unti the 
terrible slautihter immediately around 
ine was something beyond description. 
My position was juore dauiferous than 
in I me of battle, but unable to walk 
what could 1 doV However, being well 
.^equalnt^ with the ground, having 
there during the day I knew of 
dlteh elose by whieh I rolled over 
i \to and which provided me fairly good 
pteotlon. About the time I was get- 
into the ditch the rebels .passed 
'er me and while doing so sonbe one 
d; ‘ W’ell yank, we gotyou at last, 
d tiow do you like it,’’ etc. I don’t 
r uembei* 
making 
any reply but 
ugbt a heap lo those awful mbmehta.

I began 
to reAiixe that I was Alone And I won­ 
dered If it were poislble thAt the armies 
bad gone And if so the wounded must 
have been gathered up and if so why 
hadn’t they got me. it soon dawned 
upon me that I was so covered up in 
the ditch they were unable to find me. 


Friends, I tell you war is 
awful. 
Just imagine if you can, what must 
have been my thoughts and feelings, 
considering my condition 
as I lay 
buried in tbat ditch, which in fact I 
was. and my awful suspense continued 
during the balance of that day and 
niirht, and during next day and night 
and till noon of the third day, making 
two days and nights, but about noon of 
the third day I heard voices in the woods 
not knowing 
whether 
yankee or 
rebel and cared but little wriich, as my 
greatest desire just then was to get 
out of the ditch, so I set up a yell 
which brouffht two men to my aid and 
after getting the limbs away I saw 
they were two rebels and they with 
surprise discovered a live yankee, con­ 
siderably disflgured. But this made 
no difTerence. I soon found them to be 
men with hearts, who otTered eyerv 
kindness possible. They made the ef­ 
fort to get me out of the ditch them­ 
selves, but found they could not do so 
without causing me distress and while 
one remained with me to care for me 
the other went two miles to his regl- 
jnental camp and brought back two 
comrades and a blanket and the four 
then carried me in the blanket to the 
field hospital, where rebels and yankces 
lay side by side, and after being a 
irlsoncr fourteen days the wounded 
were [uirolcd and removed across the 
lines to our hospitals, T with the others 
receiving my parole h*om General Lee, 
which I now have In my [wssesslon. 
Therefore, my friends, after 
being 
saved und the Kind treatment which 1 
received by the two rebels mentlonei. 
I have always had the kindest of feel- 
lnj?s for them.

A Test For Rielit or I.eft Randednemi. 
It is noted editorially iu The Medico 
Legal .Tournal, New York, that in many 
criminal cases it becomes necessary to 
know whether a num is right or left 
handed. Quoting Dr. Hall of Denver, a 
high authority, the writer says: 


“ The matter has generally been set­ 
tled by the productiou of witnesses, 
who have testified freely in many cases 
to a given conditiou when an e(iual 
number of witnesses have been brought 
forward >vho have testified to an oppo­ 
site condition. In many cases the ques­ 
tion could bo better settled by an exam­ 
ination of the prisoner, if such an ex- 
aminatiou could be obtained, or of the 
corpse, iu case this became desirable by 
a study of the cicatrices upon the hands, 
such as are infiicted by every man who 
handles tools of every kind, but espe­ 
cially the pocketknife. Although most 
left handed boys are taught to write 
with the right hand, I believe the knife 
is commonly handled with the left hand 
iu such cases by the left handed, and 
many tools are used iu a similar manner 
iu various trades. In women the study 
could not bo expected to bo of so much 
value, and still it has proved to be fair­ 
ly conclusive in many cases.”

Th« Artl«t sud Hit Work. 


The life of a painter, above all of a 
portrait painter, is one long succession 
of such problei;:.s, varying with the na­ 
ture of tho subject iu kind and degree 
of diilloulty. It follows naturally that 
his processes must vary, too, reiiuiriug 
a longer or shorter time in tho working 
out, for wliich no int'alliblo rule will 
serve him. In meehanicai labor tiio rate 
of tho machine's pulse may be gauged 
with certainty, the momeut of comple­ 
tion accurately fixed beforeluind. But it 
is not so iu art. There all depends upon 
conditions that seem to bo hourly 
changing. Thô mood of tho artist, his 
distrust of tho scheme attempted or his 
entire conhdeuce iu it; the state of his 
nerves, of his general health, nay, even 
the state of the weather, all aifect his 
work. One day it advances weli, but ou 
tlie uext self criticism steps in to im­ 
pede him, and he gaius nothing. The 
scoHIng Philistine ascribes these halts 
aud retrogressious to the weakuess of 
tho artistic temperament. Yet they are 
duo to the work rather than to ihe 
workman ; to the fact that ho follows 
an art and not a trade. No artist can be 
entirely exempt from this oppressive in­ 
fluence, which arises afresh at each new 
etfort with as many heads as Hydra. 
There are thoso, indeed, who estimate 
tho valuo of their product by tho depth 
aud uumber of the despairs it has eu-
